A short. time ago, you wil’ remember, 
allegations were made as to some of the 
timber being bad, and the committee at once 
investigated, and instructed the surveyor to 
remove any inferior timber and have it re- 
placed by the contractors, they being charged 
with the cost incurred in doing so. But later 
on allegations were made that the contractors 
had been overpaid, and you will remember 
that at the last monthly meeting a certain 
section of the Corporation desired a sworn 
y. I held the view then, and I hold 
the view strongly to-day, that we were not 
ready for it, and 
mind. that these were only charges and that 
they had not been investigated by the com- 
mittee, and that before asking for a sworn 
inquiry we should at least investigate the 
statements and see if there were any truth 
in them. i 

. WHAT THE REPORT SHOWED. 

In these circumstances the Corporation, I 
think, very wisely, appointed a firm 
quantity surveyors to measure uy the timber 
and see if there was any shortage, and also 
a firm of accountants to go into the figures 
to see if there were any overpayments, and 
the accountants’ report as presented to-day 
is an interim report, and, if correct, shows a 
looseness of administration that cannot be 
tolerated and must be inquired into. (Hear, 
hear.) I should say that the report shows 
that Messrs. Robb have been overpaid a sum 
of £35,597 5s. 10}d. from Ist January till 
April, and the last account up to date shows 
a further overcharge, according to the report, 
of £1,573 3s. 11d., but I should tell the 
Council that we have something between 
£5,000 and £6,000 in hand belonging to 
Messrs. Robb, and even had we not this 
nioney we are advised by the Town Solicitor 
that, in the circumstances indicated in the 
report, we can recover the overcharges, ao 
that the ratepayers will not be at any Joss. 

He concluded by reading the resolution of 
the Housing Committee on Monday inviting 
the Ministry of Home Affairs to hold a sworn 
inquiry into all the matters relating to the. 
Corporation's housing. scheme, and he 
Ba moved the minutes of the 
Housing Committee. 

Alderman Donaldson, Vice-Chairman of the 
Committee, said that he stood alone in the 
Committee as one whose political policy was 
direct labour. His experience in the 
Housing Committee was that the results they 
had had from the private contractors had 
been in the main most unsatisfactory. “The 
class of houses and the workmanship served 
up proved this. It was shown by the fact 
that they had to send workmen out to prop 
up ceilings in the- houses and keep walis from 
falling down. The majority of the. con- 
tractors (he said) bad given them a very bad 
job, and even those of the Corporation who 
did not believe in the policy of diréct labour 
found justification for adopting it.

DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE 
POSTAL THEFT CASE.

THE NEED FOR INCREASED 

| TILLAGE. 

The North Dublin Constitueacy Committee 
of Cumann na nGaedheal, at a meeting held 
at 5 Rutland square on Monday, passed a 
resolution asking the. various Cumamo in 
the country to support the tillage scheme 
now before the country. 

Mr. Hugh Conway, acting chairman, who 

resided, said that the schemé that Mr. J. J. i 
Walsh was putting forward was one that, if 
backed up as it deserved, would confer more 
benefits on this-country than any, project 
that had ever been advocated im their time. 
He appealed to every club of the Cumann 
na nGaedheal in the country to give all

FARMERS’ ATTITUDE. 

In discussing the opposition to tillage lately 
with an intelligent farmer, he was told that 
the reluctance to change their methods was 
easy to understand. These men make on an 
average a profit of £5 an Irish acre from 
grazing. The man who has 100 acres of land 
nets.2500 a year. The man with 200 acres 
nets £1,000 a year. ‘They live comfort- 
ably: on that. They have no trouble 
or risks uf bed harvests Were they to till 
a quarter or a third of their land they could 
feed a great deal more cattle; tuar feel that, 


a year more, the trouble and worry of dealing 
with labour would not be worth it. A man 
with 200 acres of land might, in all reason, 
be expected to employ three or four labourers 
and benefit by it himself. : 
‘LABOUR UNREASONABLE,” 

The. argument that labour was unreason- 
able, added Mr. Conway, and that they would 
be hampered by strikes, and so on, would, of 

be put up. Other countries were faced 
with the same labour difficulties. Even if

The Censor is not the final court of appeaf, 
however. He may decree that a certain: fim 
would, if exhibited in the Free State, be 
injurious to public morality, but the producer 
has his remedy 

NINE APPEALS. 

On payment of a fee he may demand that 
a film rejected by the Censor should be 
further considered, this time by the Appeals 
Board set up under the Censorship of Films 
Act, of which Professor William Magennis is 
chairman. 

During the eight months nine films, which 
had been completely turned down by the 
Censor after a first “ viewing,” .were sub- 
mitted for final decision to-the Appeals Board. 

The result is interesting. . Ín five cases the 
decision of the Censor was’ upheld, and the 
films finally rejected ; in two the Board passed 
the films with certain “' cuts’ or alterations, 
and in the remaining two cases they “passed 
the films for exhibition -without any Suanee 
whatever. 

CENSORSHIP OF POSTERS. 

A new duty how devolves upon the Censor- 
ship of Films Department, following the enact: 
ment of the Act dealing with the censorship 
of film posters, which becarse law on órd July 
last. Under the new law. the renter must 
now lodge with the Censor, together with his 
» application made to the Censor to view a film, 
an “ exploitation sheet,” which specifies and 
illustrates all the pictorial matter to be used 
in connection with the advertising of his film. 
These are examined by the Censor, and any 
pictures or posters he considers objectionable 
the renter is forbidden to display in his*adver- 
tising scheme : 

So far—although the Act has been in opera- 
tion just two months—the Censor has found 
nó reason to reject any poster.

Rejection—and After. 


According to an official statement which 
was issued in Dublin last evening, the 
Gieat Southern Railways Company's sug- 
gestion of 4 voluntary wages “cut’’ of five 
per cent. has been rejected by the National 
Union of Railwaymen.

The Gaeltacht. 


Three weeks ago we described as a sur- 
vival of child slavery the custom known as 
buachatlleacht which lingers in the con- 
gested districts. A few days later a 
witness, giving evidence before’ the 
Gaeltacht Commission? in Donegal, re- 
ferred to the conditions of child labour 
there existing. Compulsory attendance 
at school to the age of fourteen, he 
said, would be a great hardship, and he 
“did not see how they could stop the 
habit of sending children of eight, nine 
and ten years for service for three to six 
months every year. In the present state of 
that area it was an economic necessity.’’ 
The Gaeltacht -Commission’s inquiries 
have brought forth a mass of similar 
evidence, revealing a state of life in the 
counties of the Atlantic seaboard which 
is hardly equalled in the most backward 
countries of Europe. In the congested 
districts we have surviving fragments of 
Ireland as it was before the great famine. 
The picturesque is mingled. with the 
pathetic. The Irish language, with its 
songs and stories, lingers, and so, too, do 
the early, reckless marriages, the turbulent 
fairs and the low standards of material 
comfort. Yesterday, in Galway, Mr. Sean 
Kelly, agricultural overseer, described the 
excellent work of the Congested Districts 
Board,. and declared that what. was 
needed most for the betterment of the 
Western counties was agricultural instruc- 
tion. Mr. Kelly described the good results 
which had accrued to certain areas 
from the planting of two proven 
varieties of potato in place of the 
dozen inferior varieties commonly used. 
He said “that the farmers should: be 
taught to grow barley and should be | 
encouraged to become self-supporting. 
Agriculture in the congested districts is 
still in a primitive state, Potatoes growing 
in the same drills with cabbages are still 
seen as in days ‘before agri@tltural in- 
struction “was available. The best in- 
structors, however, cannot make farmers 
self-supporting on small patches of stony 
soil hardly fit to sustain the life of a goat. 
Mr. J. T. O’Callaghan, Secretary of the 
Galway Chamber of Commerce, pleaded 


Education, he said, should be given a bias 
towards crafts connected with fishing and 
forestry. This is wise counsel. Lack of 
technical training obliges the brave seamen 
of the West to glean in petty yawls the 
harvest of fish which they should reap in 
large modern vessels. It is futile to 
appeal for vocational training, however, 
while children of the tenderest age are torn 
from the elementary schools to, be hired out 
for menial and exhausting toil. All the 
evidence which the inquiry brings forth 
serves but to make clearer the truth that, 
so long as the congested districts remain 
congested, the standard of living cannot be 
raised, and education—whether Gaelic or 
English—cannot even begin to flourish. 
The Commission will have done good work 
if its revelation of the state of the West 
stirs the country to the necessary effort to 
bring to that beautiful territory the 
amenities of modern progress.

Man and Mosquito. 


Everybody has heard of the triumphs, of 
‘science over ,the mosquito’ in . tropical 
countries, but it will be news to most 
people that a similar campaign has been 
found necessary in England. On Monday 
the new British Mosquito Control Institute 
was opened at Hayling Island, in Hamp- 
shire. A few years ago the island was 
infested with mosquitoes, and Mr. John F. 
Marshall, a resident, organised a people's 
war on the common enemy. The variety of 
insect—ochlerotatus detritus—was_ identi- 
fied, and its breeding-grounds were located 
and destroyed. Now, through Mr. 
Marshall’s enérgy, this local campaign has 
resulted in the establishment at Hayling 
Island of an institute for research work 
upon the general iniquities of the mosquito 
as a carrier of disease. Sir Ronald Ross, 
who opened the new institute, said that 
mosquito control in England would 
facilitate mosquito control in the. most 
deadly regions of the earth. The war 
upon insect pests is a comparatively recent 
development of science: thirty years ago 
hardly a single text-book had been written 
on the subject. To-day its importance is 
recognised throughout the world, and. the 
story of man’s conquest over some of the 
subtlest and most terrible forms of disease 
has assumed epic proportions. There are 
still many regions of the. globe where the 
supreme question is one of survival 
between man and mosquito, but the area 
of such regions is diminishing rapidly. 
Splendid work has been done in Africa, 
Panama and the Federated Malay States; 
and in its course much light has been 
thfown on the nature of other pests which 
scourge not only man’s health, but his 
property in flocks and herds. Sir Ronald 
Ross is quite confident that the day will 
come when all the millions of fertile acres 
which are now ravaged by malaria and 
the mosquito will be laid open to civilisa- 
tion.

DISPUTE. 


THE ‘SHIPPING 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Turspay Nicur. 


A revival of the shipping trouble in 
Southampton, has been engineered with un- 
expected swiftness, while its equally 
sudden extension to Hull and Avonmouth 
has taken the public by surprise. It was 
well known that strenuous efforts would be 
made in that port to fan the dying embers 
of the dispute into flame, and the humble 
distiples of Lenin have scored in the 
present round. Mr. Shinwell, who was 
the Labowr Government’s Minister of 
Mines, and before and after that period of 
office the controlling force.of the Marine 
Workers’ Union, is “busy in the congenial 
task of pouring oil on the embers. It is 
congenial because the strike is part and 
parcel ‘of a bitter vendetta which for years 
has been carried on against Mr. Havelock 
Wilson, who runs the rival and much 
larger Seamen’s and Firemen’s organisa- 
tion. .There has always been bad blood 
between the two bodies,-and the feud of 
the men has been accentuated by the rll- 
concealed personal rancour that invariably 
has marked every encounter between the 
respective leaders. On the whele, Mr. 
Wilson's men have proved true to their 
allegiance and to the agreement which. he 
reached with the shipowners on their 
behalf and with their consent. A few have 
succumbed to the wiles of the tempter 
and thrown in their lot with the strikers. 


Morocco. 


Anxiety in Paris regarding the pro- 
gress of the operations in Morocco has not 
been allayed by the fragmentary news from 
the front. There is a singular lack of 
detail in all the telegrams. The situation 
is frequently described as promising well, 
but so far there has been little perform- 
ance: .Marshal Pétain is said to be pre- 
paring to give a crushing blow “to Abdel 
Krim’s forces, but there is a doubt whether 
he has yet complete authority to strike. 
It is reported that the plans are really 
in the hands of Marshal Lyautey, who has 
just arrived in Paris. to consult the 
Cabinet. France might take a lesson from 
Spanish failures in Morocco, which: are 
held by some authorities to have been due 
to, divided control of the forces and to 
constant changes in the leadership. 


The Duke of Connaught.. 


Following his usual custom, the Duke 
of Connaught will go to his villa at Cap 
Martin after unveiling the Royal Artillery 
Memorial on October 18th, and will remain 
there until the spring. His medical ad- 
visers are emphatic in their view that the 
winter air*of the Riviera is essential if a 
‘recurrence of pulmonary trouble is to be 
averted. The Duke has been enjoying the 
company of his Swedish grandchildren at 
Bagshot Park, Berkshire. His _ grand- 
daughter, Princess Ingrid, whose age 1s 
fifteen, bears a resemblance to her aunt, 
Lady Patricia Ramsay, who was also stay- 
ing at’ Bagshot until her departure for 
Canada to join er husband. 


Women Police. 


If funds can be found for the purpose, 
the number of London’s women police is 
to: be considerably increased in the near 
future. When the experiment was in- 
augurated a few years ago there were 
people who regarded the addition as an 
unnecessary excrescence on the police 
force, but they were among the first to 
protest against a percentage of these 
women being “ axed ” under the economy 
schemes. Experjence has proved the ex- 
periment’s success not only in London, but 
in all the other great centres of popula- 
tion where it has been g:ven a fair trial. 
Since women have been given the power 
of arrest there has been no complaint of 
their abusing it, or enforcing it without 
due regard to regulations. 


Third Pa:ty Risks. 


Insurance companies specialising in 
mOter car policies*have been taking stock 
of their position, with the result that 
there may be early changes in ‘the 
premiums. Losses under the third party 
clause have been heavy owing to the 
frequency of serious accidents. Where un- 
limited liability is accepted by the com- 
panies under this heading higher 
premiums will be neceésary. Against 
these losses must be set the gains owing 
to the falling off in the number of cars 
Losses by theft have been yeduced 
‘so greatly that, but for the sums. which 
are being paid out under other clauses 
of the policies, some reduction might have 
heen “possible. A solution probably will 
be found by limiting the total liability for 
third-party risks where the premiums 
rem:.in at the present amount, and by 
charging an additional sum where the 
losses owing to injury to other persons 
are unlimited. 


Miss Bondfield. 


Miss Margaret Bondfield, who, as Parlia. 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour in the Labour Government, was 
tke first woman to hold a Ministerial posi- 
tion, has been appointed a member of the 
‘Overseas Settlement Committee, The 
choice is a fortunate one, as Miss Bond- 
field has taken such a special interest in 
the ‘subject that her services should be 
a useful asset to the. Committee in its 
work. About this shine last year she 
visited Canada to investigate on the spot 
the progress of the settlement schemes, 
especially in relation to the after-care of 
young people. Her report on the matter 
was a valuable document which did not 
receive the prominence it merited owing 
to the change of Government when it was 
produced. Miss Bondfield was beaten at 
Northampton at the jast General Election. 
She has had lifelong association with the 
Ladour movement, is secretary of the 
Vemeén’s Section of the National Union 
of General Workers, and has pcted as 
Labour adviser at the Washington Labour 
Conference at Geneva under the League 
of Nations. 


L:ndon's Value.

MR. MAUNSELL’S OFFER. 


A PLAIN SBPATEMENT OF THE 
POSITION. | 


In the mass of literature which has sprung 
. within the last few weeks ground the 
ject the medicel c-isis it must be diffi- 
cult for the ‘‘Man in the Street ” to keep 
a clear conception of the issues at stake. 

Some days ago (see daily papers of August 
25th) I gave a “ popular ” account cf the 
meaning of the ' General Medical Council '' 
and its ‘‘ Medical Register, and the way in 
which the proposed change would affect the 
medical practitioner. 

I now wish to lay before the public a plain 
statement of the subject from the point of 
view of the medical schools, 

The object: of our struggle, from the point 
of view of. the qualifying bodies, is a very 
definite one, and. can be stated in a few 
words :—We claim a continuance of the right, 
which we now have, to control the education 
of medical students in England and Wales, 
Scotland and Ireland in co-operation with 
our medical colleagues in those countries. 

WHAT THE DECISION MEANS. 

Ail other considerations, such as the variety 
of Medical Register upon which we can be 
placed and the country or countries in which 
w: can practise our profession, arise out of, 
and are ec-ndary te, this fundamental cor- 
tention. 

A uniform minimum standard of education 
and constant interchange of ideas on educa- 
tional method: “at a ‘‘ General Medical 
Council " ar necessary, if we in this country 
are to keep abgeast of the times. 

This question of education is the one which 
chiefly coneerns the colleges and schools, 
while the question about the Register is that 
which is‘ of:,chief interest to the medical 
practitioners. ~ : 

The decjsion of the Government of the 
Free State, when reduced to ordinary 
language, is as follows — 


&—The education of Free State medical 
students must be controlled by Free 
State medical men, without any co- 
operation with their colleagues across 
the water. if, as we contend, we can 
prove to the Government that this 
would debar our mer from practising 
their profession outside the Free State, 
they are willing to allow 

&—The education of Free State medical 
students to be controlled from England 
by English, Welsh and Scotehmen, 
without any co-operation on the part 
of the Free State teachers, except ina 
subordinate sense. This is what is 
known as qualifyin;-for the Colonial 
List. 3 


The Government think that their No, 1 
s-aeme can be made feasible by combining it 
with mutual recognition of the British and 
Free State Registers by the two Govern- 
ments. 

APPEAL TO THE GOVERNMENT. 

We medical men know that this arrange- 
ment, which is known as _ ‘‘ complete 
reciprocity,’ is impossibl2, unless the British 
Government is willing to alter the Medical 
Acts in . very radical manner. 

In any case, we appeal to the Government, 
in common fairness to our students, to re- 
r--v the present temporary arrangement until 
such time as these legal difficulties have been 
overcome. 

Members of the Government have made 
th: extraordinary statement that we are not 
willing to help them, and onc of them has 
hintec that we are trying to attack the 
status of the Free State by a “ sapping and 
mining process. "' 

Both these statements are absolutely with- 
out foundation, and are evidence that the 
Government have no case to place before the 
public, who are their judges and ultimate 
masters. :

“DESPISED TRADE. UNION.” 


MR. SERNARD SHAW'S HIGHLAND 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Smr,—The Free State Government. will, I 
hope, resolutely carry through its announced 
intention of rescuing Ireland from the dis- 
astrous control of that despised: and self- 
disgraced trade. union, the British Medical 
Ceuncil. At present, unregistered practi- 
tioners in London charge, and are willingly 
paid, higher fees than registered doctors, 
because they have acquired the modern tech- 
niques which the Council boycotts and per- 
secutes. The most -famous. manipulative 
surgeon in England, knighted for his ser- 
vices, being unregistered, is denounced and 
ostracised as a quack by men, of whom 
some, though registered as competent sur- 
geons, are hardly dexterous enough to mani- 
pulate their own shoe laces. 

The Council avenges itself for the public 
slight of the knighthood by threatening to 
repeat its old exploit of striking .off” the 
register, as guilty of ‘‘ infamous professional 
conduct,’’ any registered doctor who acts as 
anesthetist to the knight; for its members 
are determined that, if he darés to perform 
operations which are, outside their technique, 
his patients (the @iblic) shall howl for it. 
Students going up for examination have to 
conclude their preparation by being coached 
in obsolete surgical and clinical procedures, 
because their examiners are hopelessly out 
of date. This is the body which is de- 
scribed in your columns as possessing “‘ the 
world’s supreme medical charter,’ as having 
“a high and international standard,” and 
as conferring on Ireland “‘ our present scien- 
tific eminence.” 

The General Medical Council has about as 
much to dc with science as the Miners’ 
Federation (a much more enlightened and 
up-to-date body) has to do with geology arid 
mineralogy. Even .in the medical world, 
which is not the scientific world, it has no 
pre-eminence. In Europe and. America it 
is a laughing stock... The medical pro- 
fession in Ireland will lose no prestige Wy 
dissociating themselves from it. 

ut now comes the very serious question: 
Will an Trish Medical Couneil prove any 
better? The answer is: Certainly, not, if the 
Irish Gevernment acts as stupidly . and 
ignorantly in this matter as the English 
Government. In esident —Cosgrave's 
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ment there is one terrifying phrase—‘“‘ a self- 
controlled medical profession.” A self-con- 
trolled profession is a conspiracy against the 
Of all professions on earth the medi: 
cal profession, consisting mainly of “private 
medical and surgical practitioners, who have 
a direct pecuniary interest in making us iil, 
keeping us ill, and mutilating us, is the one 
that needs the sternest. disinterested contro! 
not only in the common interest of the 
genéral body of citizens, but in that of 
science. 

Private practice should . disqualify in- 
exorably for any share in the: con- 
trol of the medical ‘profession. The whole-time 
Medical Officer of Health, whosé beneficent 
efficiency is tested by vital statistics alone. 
and whose chance of a knighthood. depends 
on the disappearance of preventible disease 
from his district, and not on the number of 
fashionable death - beds at which he has 
assisted, is the only sort of doctor who should 
be trusted by a properly constituted Council, 
The Privy Council and the universities, 
though under no obligation to place a single 
professional doctor on the Council, have 
thoughtlessly betrayed their trust by handing 
the whole control over to the doctors, as if 
there were no such thing in the world as a 
patient. The result has been the very, worst 
possible type of trade union—the type in 
which the union controls the entry- into the 
profession and can at any moment ruin any 
member of it by throwing him out without 
any appeal. or any: reason given except 
“infamous professional conduct,’’ which soon 
comes to mean anything that is not good for 
doctors’ incomes, or any clinical procedure 
that is outside the curriculum and has been 
introduced by unregistered discoverers. 

The remedy is quite simple. Let the new 
Irish Medical Council be accessible to prac- 
tising doctors in the capacity of consultants 
(“‘assessors’’) only, and consist exclusively 


of representatives of disinterested scientific | 


culture, and of the laity—that is, of the un- 
fortunate patients and those to whom they 
are dear. If this condition be complied with, 
an Irish. degree will soon stand higher than an 
English one; and the nonsense that is being 
talked about Irish students deserting our 
schools for foreign ones (travelling expenses 
aré no object nowadays, it seems), will be 
succeeded by complaints of our being crowded 
out of our own schools by English youths in 
search of Irish qualifications. 

May I take the rtunity of correcting, 
my friend Senator tty — whose views 
about the Gaelic infatuation I share—on one 
point? He thinks that English children are 
taught to read, write and speak their own 
language. He is completely mistaken. They 
are imprisoned for nine mortal years under 
pretence of being taught these things; and 
they emerge at the end innocent of any such 
accomplishments. Although the bilingual 
child is said to be a failure, the child who has 
no presentable language at all is hardly a 
I am not bilingual; but I learnt 
grammar, not from Lindley Murray, but from 
my lessons in Latin. There is something to 
be said for teaching every child the grammar 
of some language not its own, though why 
school Gaclic—which is hot only dead, but 
never was alive—should be chosen for that 
purpose I do not know. . Even Latin would 
be better, but why not some phonetically- 
spelt modern language like Spanish, which 
has plenty of Latin grammar in it? 

Gaelic should be reserved for doctor's 
prescriptions and -for quack science, which 
delights in abominable jargons that give a 
profound air to its charlatanries.—Yours, etc.,

BIG ENTRY FOR IRISH OPEN 
CHAMPIONSHIP.

This week at Portrush the AA clubs of 
the North are contending for the honour of 
representing their province in the finals of 
the. Senior and Junior Cups and Barton 
Shield.- Piay in the Irish Oven Championship 
will begin next Monday, and on the following 
Thursday, when the 36 holes final will te 
decided, the curtain will be rung down on 
what has been a remarkably successful season 
in Irish golf.

(1920), Captain Ector Munn (1922) and Dr.

Not for many years has there been such a 
strong entry from English and Scottish clubs 
for the Championship, which was won four 
times by Mr. Harold Hilton, and thrice by 
Mr. John Ball.

‘A LESSON FROM THE 


GALILEAN SKULL, 


RIVALS OF OUR 
RAILWAYS. 


TEST OF TECHNICAL 
EDUCATION. 


- 


Sir. Arthur Keith's address on. the 
Galilean skull was the outstanding feature 
of the British Association 's proceedings at 
Southampton yesterday. Sir Arthur drew 
a wondér-moving picture of a type of man 
who lived ‘‘ not far from Capernaum from 
twenty thousand to thirty thousand years 
before miracles began."’ He spoke of the 
discovery of the skull as “ an atchreological 
triumph.’ The Galilean man, he said, 
was of a different type from Neanderthal 
man. He had a narrow and high skull. 
Man’s higher faculties were there, and at 
some future time it might be possible to 
say that he had “such and such 
potentialities. ’’ 

Then came an inference from a patch 
upon the skull, which showed, as in a flash, 
the progress made by Galilean man. The 
patch had been healed over. Sir Arthur, 
pointing to it, said: ‘‘ It might be thought 
that the fellow had had a knock; but I 
think it looks more like an ulceration 
which had been superficiafly scraped with 
a flint in something like the way that the 
South Sga Islanders do their form of 
trepanning.’’ Such was the surgery of 
Galilean man.

RAILWAY PROSPECTS. 


POTENTIAL RIVALRIES. 


In the joint section of Ecohomics and 
Engineering, Mr. W. Tetley Stephenson, of 
the London School of Economics, discussed 
the present position| of British railways. He 
said that. the condition of the railway indus- 
try was far, from satisfactory, and _ that 
whilst the great companies were faced by 
demands for increased wages, on the one 
hand, there was a not less urgent demand 
for reduced charges on the other. The re- 
sults for 1924 were bad, and there was good 
reason to forecast ‘worse results for the cur- 
rent year, as the receipts for the four great 
railways had fallen some ‘two million pounds 
already. Owing to road motor competition 
the branch railway-lines had done very 
badly. Those lines had never yielded much 
cream, but, such as there was, the motor 
traffic had skimmed off. The question was, 
whether it would not be the right economic 
policy to close those lines, though it would 
involve-the abandonment of a considerable 
amount of capital. 

‘In reducing costs, labour would be the last 
thing to touch, but it might be better for 
wages to be modified than that the workers 
should find themselves turned over to road 
transport. It was the very poor results of 
this main industry which were so disturbing. 
The competition on the roads had come to 
stay. Developments in air transport maée 
it necessary also to be prepared for the loss 
of long distance passenger and. high class 
freight traffic. 

The use of oil; and developments in elee- 
tricity inclined him to doubt gravely whether 
trade prosperity would cause a restoration 
of the coal traffic to its former level of many 
years ago. .The economic rehabiltation re- 
quired co-operation between railway opera- 
tors and those who were responsible for rail- 
way rates. It also required that the Rail- 
way Rates Tribunal and the National Rail- 
way Wages Board should act in concert, for 
which at present there was no provision. 
Finally, as the Labour Bill accounted for 65 
per cent. of the expenses, economics must 
inevitably involve a material reduction in 
this item. 

Mr. E. W. Chalmers Kearney, of the 
Goods Clearing House Scheme, said, with re- 
gard to the congestion of traffic in London, 
that the only remedy was the provision of a 
network of high-speed tube railways, with 
frequent stops, running at a greater speed 
than the tube trains ran now, 


PRIMITIVE MAN AS SURGEON. 

A fascinating picture of a primitive man, 
who lived from twenty thousand to forty 
thousand years ago, and was sufficiently 
civilised to pefform minor surgical operations 
with a flint scalpel, was drawn by Sir Arthur 
‘Keith, in a lecture on the Galilean skull. 
Mr. Turville Petre, the young man who 
found the skull in a cave on the western 
shore of Galilee, said that it was in four 
fragments, and parts of it were missing. 
Flint implements, found at the same time, 
together with a reproduction of the skull, 
were on view. 

Sir Arthur Keith said that it was fortunate 
that the cave had been examined so 
systematically, and he. congratulated Mr. 
Petre on a genuine archeological triumph. 
The skull could not be Jess than twenty 
thousand years old. It might easily be ten 
thousand or twenty thousand years older than 
that. They had looked upon Abraham and 
the Israelites as at the beginning of history ; 
but here was a man living in the san.é region 
théusands of years before. 

“I have nexgr seen fossil bones preserved 
to the same ga of perfection,’’ he went on. 
“They ring like porcelain. The possessor of 
the skull was a young person, probably under 
twenty-five. There was no doubt that he 
was of the Neanderthal breed of man. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF A PATCH. 

Sir Arthur pointed to a patch in the skull, 
which had healed over. ‘‘It might be 
thought that the fellow had had a knock,” he 
said, “but I think it looks more like an 
ulceration which had been _ superficially 
scraped with a flint, in something like the 
way \that the South Sea Islanders do their 
form of trepanning. We can never hope to 
find a whole skull. We have to reconstruct 
the history of mankind from little fragments ; 
we have to build up a new technique, using 
the ‘methods of engineer and the architect, 
and making our plans on certain levels. You 
cannot do that with photographs, which are 
really awful liars.” 

Comparing the various types of Neanderthal 
man found in Gibraltar. Rhodesia, Australia. 
etc., Sir Arthur remarked “that you could 
not touch any point of these men without 
finding them: different from ourselves. The 
cheek of primitive. man. faded into the face, 
as in monkeys.

THE TARIFF ON BLANKETS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 

Srr.—Mr. Blythe at Clones stated that “‘ it 
would take three or four years to see the 
result of the tariff policy.” As you kindly 
granted me—representing the Irish Woollen 
and Worsted Manufacturers’ Ass°ociation—the 
privilege many times a year ago to advocate 
proteetion for our woollen industry, [ write 
now to show how our arguments have been 
justified in the already highly successful 
results of the blanket tariff. We maintained 
that a tariff on woollens would speedily flooa 
the Irish mills with abundance of work, which 
would ensure mass production and consequent 
reduction in cost of production, and that, 
therefore, the tariff would cause no advance 
in price to the consumer. 

A 15 per cent, tariff. was put on blankets, 
and the result is a complete: success. In 1924 
the blankets imported into the Free. State 
were 124,748 pairs (all made from foreign 
wool), value £101,713. Of this total it is in- 
teresting to know that Dublin imported 
blankets value £54,306, and Cork £11,179. 
The tariff immediately directed the warehouse 
buyers towards. the. Irish mills, and the 
blanket manufacturers co-operated promptly ; 
and now Irish ys gs equal in every respect 
in quality and finish to those previously im- 
ported, are being manufactured in a dozen 
Irish mills. The Irish mills were guaranteed 
orders for six months ahead, and so were able 
to base their costs on mass production, and, 
instead of adding 15 per cent. to the price, 
they quoted rock-bottom prices, and it is an 
absolute fact that Irish blankets are as cheap 
in Ireland to-day as English blankets are in 
England. The thoroughness with which the 
Irish mills responded to the requirements and 
suggestions of the buyers—who were only too 
glad to help to yest ye Irish industry—is 
generally admitted, and the tariff is, therefore, 
working perfectly smoothly and with no extra 
cost to the purchaser. 

With the exception of whatever foreign 
blankets were put on order in England before 
the tariff, I can definitely state that no 
blankets will be imported this year. The 
— are getting a better-made blanket at as 
ow a price as if there was no tariff; and, best 
of all, the blanket mill-workers are on full 
time, and overtime, and some mills that never 
made blankets are rapidly developing in this 
direction. The manufacture of all these 
blankets in the Free State means a consump- 
tion of 1,500,000 Ibs. of Irish-grown wool, and 
this is obviously an immense advantage to the 
farmers. 

On the other hand, the cloth mills have 
gone from bad to worse; some are completely 
closed and others dragging along on short 
time. Foreign trade is a dead letter at pre- 
sent. British exports show a decline of 
4,000.000 square yards, compared with 1924. 
A general trade de ion has affected the 
purchasing power of our own people; yet we

votion of earnest spirits—alike those who 
were spared in the war as those avho gave 
their lives to the lofty sentiments for which 
the British Empire, ch which the Free State 
is a unit, stands,”’
